ADDITIONAL COMMENT, KEEPING IN MIND OUR TWO PAGE LIMIT: 

2. THE MIDDLE EAST EVENTS PLACED NEW STRAINS ON ALL MAJOR 
ASPECTS OF BELGIAN FOREIGN POLICY. IN RELATIONS WITH US, 

BELGIUM IS, FOR EXAMPLE, CAUGHT BETWEEN OUR NEED FOR 
UNRESTRICTED TRANSIT OF MILITARY MATERIEL FOR ISRAEL AND THE 
THREAT OF ARAB RETALIATION, COMPLICATED BY PRESSURES TO ALIGN 
HERSELF WITH EC-9 POLICIES. 

3. WITH A REFINING INDUSTRY HEAVILY DEPENDENT ON ROTTERDAM 
FACILITIES, BUILT TO SERVE A EUROPEAN REGIONAL MARKET, 

AND BOUND TO SUFFER IN DIRECT PROPORTION TO IMPORT SHORTFALLS, 
BELGIUM IS MADE TO SUFFER THE CONSEQUENCES OF ARAB DISCRIMINA- 
TION AGAINST THE DUTCH, REGARDLESS OF HER ACCOMMODATIONS TO 
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THE IMMEDIATE BENELUX FAMILY. 

4. THE NET EFFECT, WELL ILLUSTRATED BY FOREIGN MINISTER VAN 
ELSLAND'S POLICY STATMENT OF NOVEMBER 27, HAS BEEN THE 
BELGIANS’ DRIFT INTO CLOSER ALIGNMENT WITH FRENCH POSITIONS. 
THIS, IN TURN, MAKES IT ALL THE MORE DIFFICULT FOR BELGIUM TO 
RECONCILE THE IMPERATIVES OF EUROPEAN UNIFICATION WITH THOSE 
OF ATLANTIC PARTNER SHIP. 

5. FINALLY, THESE RECENT EVENTS HAVE LEFT THE BELGIANS MORE 
SENSITIVE AND MORE RECEPTIVE THAN EVER TO CONSULTATIONS WITH 
US, PARTICULARLY IN THE HOPE OF FINDING A EUROPEAN 

ROLE IN THE SEARCH FOR PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST.
